SAWY SHOPPERS 


In today's challenging 
economy, one group still has 
a relatively large amount of 
money to spend: children. 

Yet kids may not be getting 
much training in the art and 
science of shopping. 

According to Mary Ellen 
Rider McRee, assistant pro- 
fessor in family resource 
management at Purdue 
University, Indiana, children 
aged four to 12 have typically 
done better economically 
than have their parents. 
"They get allowances, they 
get cash gifts, and they're 
working—around the house 
—so they have cash,” McRee 
says. And the amount of | 
money children have to | 
spend has risen considerably | 
over the last few decades, 
researchers have discovered. 

McRee says children will 
benefit from being taught the 
basics of shopping: how to 
investigate what products are 
available, how to price-shop, 
how to figure sales tax, and, 
perhaps most importantly, 


real money can be confusing 
to kids at first. 

As a learning lab, McRee 
loves the grocery store. She 
suggests parents turn a rou- 
tine trip to the market into an 
educational lesson in choice 
by giving their children a 
certain dollar amount—even 
25 cents—to spend. By 
having discretionary cash at 
hand, children can experi- 
ence the success and failure 
that comes from making 
various purchases. 

As kids get older, they 


want to buy a particular item; . 
how long they expect it to 
last; how often they think 
they will use it or play with 
it; and whether they think it 
is priced right. 

"Advertisements can be 
used as learning tools, too," 
McRee suggests. "Talk to a 
child about what an ad really 
says." For example, parents 
can discuss how big a de- 
sired toy is in real life—as 
opposed to how it looks in 
an advertisement. 

Children can also learn to 
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* Soup's on 


how to make sound choices. 
From about age four, chil- 
dren have spending money, 


McRee notes. “Age four is not 


too young for kids to learn 
about money, because the 
children are already watch- 
ing their parents shop." Of 
course, many children see 
their parents' use of plastic 
cards and checks as some- 
thing other than spending 
money—they need to have 
the systems of credit and 
check-writing explained to 
them in simple terms. For 
concrete shopping experi- 
ence, young children can 
perform mock transactions 


read the small print in adver- 
tisements. Ad qualifiers such 
as "good while supplies last" 
can be explained, which 
may help allay disappoint- 
ment if the family arrives 

at the store too late to make 
the purchase. 

Kids also need experience 
in handling real money, and 
children from the first grade 
on can usually benefit from 
the experience of making 
change. (McRee adds that 


today she finds an increasing 


number of store clerks who 
have trouble computing 
change.) Moreover, most of 


can learn to read the product 
and shelf labels at the market, 
helping the family make 
better purchases by com- 
paring the cost-per-unit 
differences among brands. 
Parents can also explain why 
there are often savings to be 
realized in buying products in 
large quantities. And children 
can be taught to read pack- 
ages for certain features that 
are important to the family, 
such as “Is this detergent 
biodegradable?" or “Is there 
more sugar in this cereal 
than that one?" 

McRee encourages parents 


to coach their children into 

becoming assertive buyers as 
well as prudent ones. When a 
child comes to the toy depart- 


the work children do in

If 
children do a good job with 
the process of buying, praise 
them, she advises, and if they 
run into trouble, talk it 
through later and play out 
ways they could handle the 
experience differently. 


Good For You 


FIGHTING FAMILY FLU 


It's bad enough having a 
child sick with the flu. But 
when the whole family is 
Sick—especially the care- 
giving parents—fighting the 
flu can feel like a primal 
struggle for survival. 

That's one of the reasons 
experts recommend a strong, 
directed approach toward 
prevention. Today's advice 
goes beyond the old general 
“get plenty of rest and exer- 
cise" warnings most people 
learned in high school health 
class. Today, health practi- 
tioners are recommending 
that parents get flu shots. 

According to Dr. G. Scott 
Giebink, a professor of pedi- 


atrics at the University of Min- 


nesota, parents typically get 
the flu from their children. 
Spread by airborne droplet, 
the viral infection is highly 
contagious. What usually 
happens is that one child 
brings the infection into the 
house, and just as he or she 
starts to get better, the rest of 
the family begins to get the 
flu, domino-style. 

A reliable approach to 
preventing family flu is to 
immunize the parents, 
Giebink says. Protecting the 
two people with whom most 
young flu victims come into 
contact helps prevent the 
spread of the infection 
throughout the family. 
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A significant number of 
children should also get flu 
shots, including those with 
ailments such as asthma or 
congenital heart disease. 
Giebink says that parents 
should ask their children’s 
health providers a simple 
question: “If my child gets 
influenza, would he have 
more difficulty with the 
illness than would a normal 
child?” If the answer is yes, 
opt for the flu shot. 

“The immunization is 
attenuated [killed] vaccine, 
which is exceedingly safe,” 
says Giebink. Production of 
the vaccine involves the use 
of eggs, however, so if a child 
or an adult has had a serious 
allergic reaction to eggs or 
egg products, his skin should 


be tested. If he tests hyper- 
sensitive, he should not be 
given the vaccine. 

Influenza starts to strike in 
the fall, and usually con- 
tinues through mid-spring. 
Every year there are two to 
three expected flu strains 
circulating, and these are the 
viruses for which the flu shot 
is specifically targeted. Young 
children get two injections, 
one month apart, and older 
children and adults receive 
just one. 

“It is wise to get the flu shot 
as soon as it becomes 
available,” Giebink says. 
“Don’t worry about getting it 


too soon in the season: the 
protection will last at least 
through spring.” Yet pro- 
crastinators shouldn’t feel 
they’re too late: it’s better to 
get the flu shot in January 
than not at all.

But cities can be exciting, 
fascinating places to learn 
about all sorts of things. So 
says Carolyn Shaffer, co- 
author with Erica Fiedler 
of City Safaris, who urges 
families to take urban 
expeditions. 

"Cities are very complex 
systems, full of surprises and 
riches, full of cycles and 
flows," Shaffer says. 

Imagine, then, a big city as 
a type of exotic forest, full of 
unusual sounds and places to 
explore. Just as naturalists 
study forests by looking at 
three distinct layers—the 
ground level, the under- 
story, and the canopy— 
Shaffer suggests that families 
walk the concrete trail 
noticing what's to be found 
at their feet, at eye level, 
and at levels above them. 

Some parents might prefer 
to start off by taking a tour 
offered by a local historical 
society, or by checking with 
the Chamber of Commerce 
or tourism office to find out 
which areas are most in- 
teresting to explore—and 
which areas are safe. Other 
families, says Shaffer, might 
like to board a bus into the 
city and get off wherever they 
see a micro-community that 
looks intriguing. For many 
suburban or rural children, 
such a trip could be their first 
foray into super-urban life.

DREAM KEEPERS 


Clinton Hill was a fifth-grader 
in New Hope, Minnesota, when 
he started an environmental 
club for his fellow students.

safari? Shaffer recommends 
a wide range of approaches 
that can be adapted to fit a 
family’s personal style and 
interests. 

Some families like to do a 
little homework before going. 
One interesting approach 
Shaffer recommends is 
putting together a treasure 
hunt of things to find on the 
trip—not just objects but also 
sounds, emotions, colors, 
smells. For example, she 
suggests families look for 
such particulars as some- 
thing humorous, something 
precious, something that 
can't be photographed (like 
laughter or a song), a relic of 
the past, a sign of the times, a 
boundary. At the end of the 
day, everyone compares notes 
and discusses what they saw. 

Others might like to take a 
survey approach, counting 
the number of things they 
Spot, such as gardens, street 
lights, broken windows, or 
bumper stickers. And of 
course, there are established 


sights to see, too—zoos, 
museums, and the like. 
Sometimes shopping dis- 
tricts are fun for children. 
Interviewing neighborhood 
shopkeepers, looking at prod- 
ucts in multi-cultural stores, 
listening to different languages 
and accents—“all provide 
rich experiences,” Shaffer says. 


Some families will find the 
industrial districts of a city 
fascinating. Visiting flower 
and produce marts at dawn— 
when most open—can be 
quite an adventure and can 
expose the kids to a part of 
city life they might never 
have imagined. 


HAVE BABY, WILL TRAVEL - 


The big, beautiful—and heavy—perambulator is history. Baby carriages of the past may have 
met the needs of their time, but today's strollers are lightweight and manageable—whether _ 
jogging, shopping, or flying cross-country.

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If children bring a piece of 
paper and a crayon on their 
visit, they can make a rubbing 
of a manhole cover or a 


rough spot of sidewalk—or 
sketch the city’s skyline. 
Whatever families under- 
take, Shaffer says, “city safaris 
are about discovering some 
of the mystery in the city— 


and about taking some of the 
mystery out of it. 

“Walking through a city 
with no other purpose but to 
experience it is a lesson in 
itself. The city looks different 
when you think of it as a 
place of treasures rather than 
as a place to be afraid of.”

“Baby Beluga,” “Willoughby Wallaby 
Woo,” “Down by the Bay,” “Peanut Butter 
Sandwich"—they are Raffi's classics, songs 
instantly recognizable to millions of pre- 
schoolers of the last decade, not to 
mention their parents. Kids—and parents— 
have sung along to the lyrics, clapped their 
hands, laughed, and contorted their mouths 
to make the hoots or trumpet sounds their 
idol requests in his songs. 

“People feel I’m a friend of the family 
they can trust," says Raffi, a man of 45 with 
a slightly graying beard and gentle eyes. 
"There's a personal relationship there, and 
l feel very honored.” Yet the implications of 
his success awe him: Mothers have told Raffi 
that their five-year-olds won’t go to bed 
without watching one of his videos. "That's 
an enormous place to hold in a child's life." 

For some years, Raffi retired from per- 
forming for children, but now he's back. His 
new concert Raffi on Broadway is a world 
premiere on The Disney Channel on Octo- 
ber 6. This musical special is full of fun 1 
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and play, and it includes some old favorites 
among Raffi's songs, as well as new songs 
that reflect more clearly themes Raffi feels 
are of great importance today: peace and 
the global family, the connectedness of all 
things and, creatures, and the need to save 
our environment. During the concert, Raffi 
is joined onstage for several numbers by a 
choir of Kids For Saving Earth, a group he 
enthusiastically champions. 

Raffi believes strongly that the power of 
his music should be put to good use in 
making children more aware. "These are 
troubled times we live in,” he explains. “The 
problems are such that there is a crisis on 
this planet. Teaching responsibility from a 
young age is the best education we can 
give..." 

Born in Cairo, Egypt, in 1948 to Armenian 
parents, Raffi Cavoukian was 10 when his 
family moved to Toronto, Canada. He grins 
when asked how a new language and a new 


country might have affected an immigrant 


boy. “Oh,” Raffi says, “I just wanted to get 
along.” His early musical influences included 
his father, who plays the accordion—‘“a 
wonderful instrument," Raffi exclaims. It's 
an instrument which Raffi plays and is glad 
to have accompanying some of his new 
music. Toronto's local Armenian church 
choir might be said to have been Raffi's 
performing debut; the idea of singing as a 
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career came later. 

That was in the '60s. Young Raffi, in tune 
with his generation, started strumming his 
guitar in coffee houses as a folkie in the 
Woody Guthrie/Bob Dylan tradition. He also 
found himself performing in nursery schools 
and kindergartens. In 1976, Raffi recorded 
the album that launched his career: 
Singable Songs for the Very Young. 

Having proved himself in those classroom 
performances, Raffi says, was one of the 
keys to his success. Literally from the 
ground level, he learned how kids respond 
and how to hold their attention. Raffi also 
learned a not-so-simple secret: treating 
children with profound respect. His songs 
meanwhile derived from old camp refrains, 
collaborations with friends, word play, and 
Raffi's feelings for nature and, of course, 
peanut butter. 

The figures speak of his achievement: 
nine albums for children, sales in excess of 
six million, two videos, four song books, and 
eight picture books based on his music. In 
1985, Raffi received the Order of Canada, 
that nation's highest civilian award. But by 
1988, Raffi was in need of a new direction, 


and he announced his retirement from . 


children's music. 

Raffi's subsequent immersion іп environ- 
mental study resulted in an "ecology" album 
for adults, and he became deeply involved 


in a wide range of issues, including 
notably, the successful campaign to cu 
waste by requiring CDs be shipped i 
small-sized packages, not in the so-calle 
"long boxes." Last year, Raffi acco 
panied members of the Environmente 
Children's Organization to the Unitet 
Nations Conference on Environment апо 
Development—the "Earth Summit" at Ric 
De Janeiro. The simple directness of the 
speeches made by teenagers there 
convinced Raffi that the most effective 
venue for his own message lay wit 
the very young audience he had long 
cultivated—an audience which was sorel 
missing him. 

Though touring is arduous, Raffi loves td 
mention his excitement at the hero's wel 
come accorded by his fans. They're glad te 
have him back. But there is something else 
on Raffi's latest tour that has deeply moved 
him. “Throughout my concert tour, I’ve had 
letters from the parents of chronically il 
children, terminally ill children, who have 
written me the most moving letters about 
how my music has helped them cope with 
illness, letters that bring tears to my eyes." 

Raffi made arrangements so that many of 
these stricken children could meet him 
backstage during his tour. "You can imagine 
the feeling that's there!" he exclaims. Raffi 
adds that some of the most touching letters 
he received described the joyful response of 
children who are otherwise isolated within 
themselves, either because they're victims 
of cerebral palsy or because they've had to 
endure a dozen operations by age seven. 
"And the parents indicate that where you 
can't communicate with those children very 
well," Raffi says, "the music seems to have a 
way of getting right to their hearts. 

“It’s very humbling.”

Up the Kid. On film, Rick Moranis as Wayne 
Szalinski mounts the head of Adam's giant- 
sized toy "Big Bunny," which is towed by 
helicopter to the 112-foot-tall boy. The 
wacky scientist tries to put Adam to Sleep, 
using his fool-proof Big Bunny voice. But like 
everything else the scientist attempts, the 
results are not as—well—anticipated. And Szalinski 
finds himself leaping from Big Bunny's head into 
Adam's pocket to rescue elder son and baby sitter. 

Of course, that's the way it looks on film. What you see is 
Hollywood's practiced sleight of hand. So how did they do it? 

On a soundstage. In the film, the giant bunny head was attached 
by cables to a helicopter; on the soundstage, it was attached to a 
steel cross-bar. A single line suspended the propped head some 18 
feet above the soundstage floor. For Szalinski's leap, Rick Moranis 
wore a flying harness and hip wires, jumping out into space and 
landing safely on the studio floor. 

Enter Moranis's stunt double Hank Hooker, who performed the 
completed leap. Since the suspended bunny head lay at an angle 


from the prop construction of Adam Szalinski's chest, the head was 
set to swinging, just like a pendulum. Hooker squat ed on top of the 
head, gauging the timing, balance, and momentum needed 
to execute the 12-foot leap. 
At the right moment, Hooker launched himself into space and 
slammed into the prop chest. It was not a soft landing: the chest 
was wood overlaid with one inch of foam covered with fabric. On 
impact, Hooker swivelled and dropped feet irst into Adam 
Szalinski's pocket. Stunt completed. “Sometimes,” the stuntman 
shrugged, “it’s necessary to do high work without a safety line.” 
The end result of all this preparation—a few minutes of film. But 
that’s moviemaking. And on a movie like Honey, | Blew 
Up the Kid, it’s a straightforward stunt. After all, 
we're talking about a film that boasts special 
post-production graphics, miniature sets, 
blue-screen technology, size 667 baby 
shoes, and a pint-sized reproduction of 
the Las Vegas strip. It’s the art of smoke | 


and mirrors: making viewers believe 2 
everything they're watching is real.
